meeting. 

 

Approve Minutes 

Motion by Kendall, seconded by Brooks, the motion unanimously carried to approve minutes of January 23, 2018 Regular

Daron Jordan discussed the revisions proposed to the Combined Utilities Policy and Procedures manual. Formal documentation 

will be presented at the next commission meeting for consideration of approval. 

 

Daron Jordan removed action item to request publication for a Gas Franchise.  Once an Ordinance is drafted the request will be 

presented at a future meeting.

Motion by Kendall, seconded by Brooks, approving a two-year service contract ending February 2020 in the amount of $ 15,466 

with Hach Service Partnership to provide quarterly maintenance, calibrations, and maintenance support for the Water Treatment 

Plant. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Kendall, Gray, Brooks, Perraut and Thornton voting aye. 

 

Motion by Kendall, seconded by Perraut, to purchase a three-phase pad mount 750 KVA transformer in the amount of $ 14,150 

from Solomon Corporation. Motion carried by roll call vote of 5-0 with Kendall, Gray, Brooks, Perraut and Thornton voting aye.
